WASHINGTON, — 8.— [By the Associ- 
ated Press.] “The controversy between 
Grand Commander Roome and the Grand 
Commandery of the State of Iowa over the 
adoption of the new ritual is one of the 
most important questions that will come 
before the approaching Triennial Conclave 
for action. The lowa Commandery de- 
clined to follow Grand Commander Roome’s 
order for the adoption of the new ritual on 
the ground that it was beyond his power to 
issue such an order. Thereupon the draud 
mander declared the Iowa knights to 
be ina state of disloyalty and rebellion, 
and interdicted all templar intercourse 
with them by knights of other States. 

The lowa knights have made arrange- 
ments to attend the conclave next month, 
the Grand Recorder writing that from 500 
to 800 would be present from that State. 
This coming to the knowledge of Grand 
Commander Roome, he has notified the 
local Committee of Arrangements for the 
Parade to allow no lowa commanderies in 
the procession.

A Scheme on the Part of the South- 
ern Pacific to Buy the Surf Line 
to San Diego—The Union Pacific 
to Build from Frisco to San 


Today the directory of the Santa Fé 
system will meet in Boston with Presi- 
dent Manvel in the chair for the first 
time. There has been considerable 
speculation in railroad circles as to 
what his policy will be, but he has kept 
a close mouth up to date, and it is be- 
lieved that noteven the directors know 
exactly what he intends to do with the 
company’s linesin Southern California. 
Everybody believes that he will rev- 
olutionize the whole working system 
of the roads op this coast. He and the. 
directors are not at all pleased with 
the manner in which the roads have 
been managed under Mr. Strong, and 
the local officers of the company are 
firmly convinced that several heads 
will find M4 into — be- 
fore many days have passe 

As — redicted by THe Times 
several weeks ago, the rumor to the 
effect that the Southern Pacific was 
about to absorb the Santa Fé’s inter. 
ests in this section is baseless and 
without foundation. It is true that 
Col. Crocker and Mr. Towne have been 
figuring on a scheme to get hold of 
certain Santa Fé interests in this sec- 
tion, but it now turns out that they 
simply wished to get the Surf line to 
San Diego. When Mr. Huntington 
was out here several months ago and 
visited San Diego, he became con- 
vinced that that city is to become ap 
important seaport town in the near 
future, and he has been laying for an 
opening to the city of Baynclimate ever 
since. Subsequently his company has 

urchased water-front rights in San 

jego, and that now they have 
learned that they cannot get 
the Santa Fé’s line, the chances are 
that they will go ahead and build as 
soon as possible. |

Tne immensity of modern guns is 
growing so fast that it will soon cost a 
fortune each time one of these mon- 
sters is fired. The 110-ton gun, which 


‘they have been testing at Shoebury- 


ness, in England, is stated to have cost 
$75,000, and the carriage, with its va- 
rious mechanicai devices for handling 
it, $55,000, a total of $130,000. Each 
time itis fired, it is calculated that, 
including wear and tear, the explosion 
cost 83000, and experienced gunners 
assert that 100 rounds is the limit of 
its capacity.

California was admitted into the 
Union. To our younger citizens and 
to later arrivals the history of the 
State during the past forty years reads 
like a fable. To the Argonauts, who 
took part in the making of that his- 
tory, it must seem like a dream. 

In 1850, California, according to the 
Federal census of that year, contained 
92,597 souls, of whom many were na- 
tives. The remainder were almost all 
gold-hunters. Not one out of a thou- 
sand was here tostay. They had come 
to the Land of Guld to maké a stake, 
and go back to the girls they left be- 
hind them.“ Too many of them, alas, 
failed to find the fortune they sought. 
News. from them was received less and 
less often, until at last all trace of 
them was lost, and many a sad-eyed 
woman was left waiting down East“ 
for the letter—and the lover—that 
never came. 

Apart from gold mining, cattle rais- 
ing was the only industry of any con- 
sequence in California at that time. 
Cattle and horses had been the only 
form of wealth, before gold was dis- 
covered.» So numerous and of so little 
value were the horned beasts that 
roamed the yalleys, that they were 
killed for their hides and tallow, the 
produce attracting vessels from Bos- 
ton, which vessels at that time formed 
almost the only means of communica- 
tion with the East. The idea that 
even wheat could be grown in Califor- 
nia was ridiculed in 1850. 

It is not necessary to describe in 
detail the marvelous changes that 
have taken place since then; how the 
long trip around the Horn has been 
replaced by a six days’ ride in a palace 
car; how to hides, and tallow, ana 
gold, we have added—in  enor- 
mous and ever increasing quan- 
tities— wheat, and barley, and 
potatoes, and dairy produce, and 
honey, and salmon, and wool, and 
oranges, and olives, and raisins, and 
figs, and deciduous fruits, and wine, 
and brandy, and lumber, and a hun- 
dred other products; how the miners’ 
cabins have been repiaced by pretty 
villas, embowered in trees and flowers, 
and the groups of board shanties, hon- 
ored with the name of towns, by hand- 
some, busy cities, containing buildings 
that would do credit to New York’s 
Broadway; how the commerce of 
China, and Japan, and Australia, and 
the isles of the sea has sought our 
marts, and how population has poured 
in upon us, until the 100,000 of 1850 has 
become a million, on the eve of 1890. 

All this is an oft-told tale. Judging 
by the lesson of the past 40 years, what 
are we justified in expecting for the 40 
years next to come? 

Californians are often accused of 
being “blowers” in everything pertain- 
ing to the greatness of their State. 
We believe that the Californian who is 
alive 40 years hence will smile at the 
feeble nature of the prophecies which 
‘are now indulged in, abo our future. 
The fact is, that not One u 600 of us 
realize what this State is bound, in the 
natural course of events, to become, 
within the next 50 years. California 
extends through the same favored lati- 
tudes in which are situated those Medi- 
terranean countries, where flourished 
the nations that brought the arts of 
peace and war to the greatest perfec- 
tion then known. Our climate is bet- 
ter, our soil richer than that of any of 
the much vaunted lands which border 
Europe’s inland sea. Both Greece and 
Italy, which in turn have governed the 
world,ecould find room within the 
borders of California, and leave 50,000 
square miles—an area as large us that 
of England—to spare. The crops 
which have brought wealth to France, 
and Italy, and Portugal, and Syria, and 
Spain, reach greater perfection here. 
Our raisins and prunes are already 
preferred to those of Spain and France. 
California wines are rapidly taking the 
place of Freneh wines at home, and 
are making their way abroad. 

With the attractions which we pos- 
sess of soil and climate, where ten acres 
will support a family in greater com- 
fort than 160 acres in a bleak New 
England State, and with the steady 
drift of population to the West, 
it needs no very prophetic eye 
to foresee the day when the 
coast of the Pacific shall be more 
densely populated than that of the At- 
lantic. When we consider that this 
Commonwealth possesses all—and more 
than all—that made Greece and Rome 
great, and, in addition to that, the 
blessings of liberty, we feel safe in 
venturing the assertion that, ere Cali- 
fornia shall celebrate the centennial of 
its admission to the Union, it will 
rank as the Empire State of a nation, 
whose territory shall extend, unbroken, 
from Bering Sea to the Isthmus of 
Panama. 


MORE PRODUCTION NEEDED. 


The papers are beginning to teem 
with interviews with travelers re- 
— all tending to 
show what at inſtux of tourists 
and settlers there will be in this sec- 
tion the coming winter. This is all 
very well, in its way, but we must 
try to get out of the habit of depending 
for sustenance upon winter travel. A 
city of 75,000 inhabitants cannot afford 
to rely for support chiefly upon the 
trade of eastern travelers, especially 
when a large portion of the money 
spent by those travelers goes east 
again to buy provisions to feed them 
with while here... Wa must increase 
our producing capagity. No matter 
what it is; we must produce—have 
something to sell, or to exchange for 
the large sums we nowsend east for 
necessaries and luxuries, Factories 
will then follow, of themselves. To 
try to establish manufactories before 
we have aconsiderable producing—and 
consuming—population, is to put the 
cart before the horse. Let us 
bend every energy toward getting as 
many as possible of our fertile but now 
idle acres in crops. Then those who 
comechither to spy out the land will 
be encouraged to stay and cast in their 
lots with us. Confidence begets confi- 


dence. When outsiders see owners of | 
large tracts turning over their soil— 
either on shares or otherwise—they 
will be more inclined to believe the 


We have too many idle men in the 
city, and too many idle acres in the 
country. If we could bring the two 
together, it would be to their mutual 
advantage, and to the advantage of 
this section in general. ä 


A GREAT RAILROAD CORPORA-

Few people have a full conception of 
the magnitude and wealth of our lead- 
ing railway companies. An item to 
the effect that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road has just let a contract for 5000 
freight cars leads the Examiner to 
draw a comparison between the finan- 
cial condition of that company and of 
the Canadian Dominion.

lightly as the Bank of Eugland carries a 
five-pound note. The revenue of Canada 
was $36,500,000. The revenue of the Penn- 
syivavia was $62,277,006. This one Ameri- 
can railroad could support a country like 
Cavada and have almost enough income 
left for another. The total expenditure of 
the Dominion just ba'anced the revenue, 
lacking $100,000, ‘There is nsually a deficit. 
The Pennsylvania spent €52,912,346. The 
American corporation cleaned up nearly 
$10,000,000 in profits above 2 ex- 
penses and interest on bonds. Canada 
thought herself lucky to have $100,000 left 
over for emergencies.

Do 
you suppose that the evangelist meant 
nothing when he said of st: “He 
rejoi in spirit?“ Do you believe 
that the divine Christ, who pours all 
the water over the rocks at Vernal

?. I believe not only that the morn- 


laugh, and that 
that the cascadés 
Christ laughed. 
laugh and a tear into an alembic, and 
assay them, and test them, and analyze 
them, and you will often find as much 
of the pure gold of religion in a laugh 
as in a tear. Deep spiritual joy al- 
ways shows itself in facial iliumina- 
tion. John Wesley said he was sufe 
of a good religious impression being 
produced because of what he calls the 
great laughter he saw among the peo- 
le. Godless merriment is blasphemy 
anywhere, but expression of Christian 
appropriate everywhere. 
oreover, the outlook of the world 
ought to stir us to gladness. Astron- 
omers recently have disturbed many 
people by telling them that there is 
anger of stellar collision. We have 
been told through the papers by these 
astronomers that there are worlds 
coming very near together, and that 
we shall have plagues and wars and 
tumults, and perhaps the world’s de- 
struction. not be scared. If you 
have ever stood at a railroad center 
where ten or twenty or thirty rai 
tracks cross each other, and seen that 
by the movement of the switch 
one or two inches, the 
trains shoot this way and that, 
without any colliding, then you can 
understand how 50 worlds ma 2 
at 
inch be as good as a million miles. If 
a human switch-tender can shoot the 
trains this way and that without harm, 
cannot the Hand that for thousands of 
— 5 has upheld the universe keep our 
ittle world out of harm’s way? Chris- 
tian geologists tell us that this world 
was millions of years in building. 
Well, now, I do not think God would 
take millions of years to build a house 
which was to last only 6000 years. 
There is nothing in the world or öut- 
side the world, terrestrial or astronom- 
ical, to excite. dismay. I wish that 
some stout gospel breeze might scatter 
all the malaria of human foreboding.

FROM THE NORTH. 


Among Mr. F. Cooper's Children in 
the Hoopa Valley. 

Mr. H. N. Rust, recently appointed 
United States Indian Agent, has just 
returned from his first trip to the 
Hoopa Valley Indians, the extreme 
northern part of his charge. 

Hoopa Valley is about midway be- 
tween Mt. Shasta and the ocean, on 
the Trinity River. To reach this point, 
Mr. Rust went about 800 miles north 
of Sau Francisco, by boat; thence in- 
land, muleback and by wagon, along 
mountain streams and over high 
mountains, to the Trinity River. 
Hoopa Valley is a small and beauti- 
ful valley, about eight miles long, by 
one to two miles wide. Here is located 
oue company of soldiers and about 500 
Indians. They are generally living in 
the curious primitive house of their 
own style. ae pearly self-sus- 
taining. From here Mr. Rust passed 


with the Klamath; thence down the 
Klamath to its mouth, traveling four 
daysina canoe, manned two In- 
diaus; thence on horseback, through a 


great redwood forest, 25 miles, 
to Crescent Oity; thence by wagon, 
over the mountain, 100 mules, 


to Grant’s Pass, a railroad sta- 
tion. in Oregon; thence on the Sis- 
kiyou Mountain to Mt. Shasta, where 
the Sacramento River rises; down the 
Sacramento to the city of the same 
name; thence to Tulare; thence by 
wagon 50 miles east to the Tule River 
Reservation, where there are about 150 
Indians, the remnants of several 
Southern California tribes, who have 
from time to time been removed, and 
have dwindled away to the few who 
remain at Tule River. Mr. Rust speaks 
of the trip as one full of interest for 
the lover of the wild, grand and beau- 
tiful, and, no doubt, it has enabled 
him to add to his stock of Indian lore.
